of public sympathy, and, on the other side, 
a growing hostility to the native product. 
The mere fact that inefficiency existed enabled 
ill-disposed and self-interested elements to 
spread their fangs over the whole arena. 


There was no doubt then in the minds of 


many observers that the re-creation of the 
nation’s industrial aim stood in grave danger 
of being wrecked at very very initiation. The 
role that the Federation had played at that 
critical stage was worthy of record. They 
denounced incompetency, called for good-will 
and co-operation on the part of the workers. 
and insisted that tariffs were not to be used 
to impose higher prices and inferior products 
on the people. They had openly proclaimed 
that manufacturers who failed to make good 
in reapect of service to the community were 
unworthy of further shelter. Any other course, 
the temper of the public being what it was. 
might easily have jeopardised, if not under- 
mined, the whole industrial structure. 

Speaking of the Prices Commission, the 
Chairman said that it was an impartial 
forum, sympathetically inclined to the 
nation’s determination to re-cquip itself in- 
dustrially, but equally eee, to expose 
every deficiency in that endeavour. In the 
meantime, one industry after another had 
been compelled to pass through the test of 
scientific examination, and, in the process, 
to demonstrate, if it could, that it had taken 
every reasonable step to justify the preferen- 
tial treatment accorded to it by the Govern- 
ment. They had no knowledge of the con- 
clusions to be drawn from the examination, 
but they might reasonably predict that, when 
the findings were revealed, it would be found 
that, taken as a whole, they had little to 
learn from corresponding industries in other 
countries. 

Mr. Walsh said that when the present 
Government came to power and announced 
its intensive industrial drive, many other- 
wise well-intentioned citizens donbted the 
wisdom of that policy. Many believed that 
it would be better to hasten slowly. Others 
thought they could get on quite well without 
any industries at all What a sorry plight 


the country would be in to-day had these 


counsels of caution been harkened to. With 
the rapid development of a wide range of 
secondary and not a few of ovr primary in- 
dustries, they were now in. a position to 
manufacture almost any item in common use 
in the State. 

When we consider this immense array of 
essential articles and compare it with the 
position of helplessness that prevailed during 
the World War, and reflect also on the 


raw materials from that area now in the 
grip of hostilities. Up to June of last year 
gon. | were able to import precariously, but 
still to import. After that there was a com- 
plete break. They then turned to the United 
States. To-day, after many rough passages, 
that chanuel was also closed—through the 
absence of shipping. They have now reached 
a crisis, and it was not an exaggeration to 
say that, except relief was immediately forth- 
coming in the form of alternative transport, 
serious consequences to their economic life 
were inescapable, It was as clear as noon- 
day that either they take steps to provide 
their own shipping now or many of their 
more important and essential industries would 
cease to exist for the duration. 

The present is, therefore, an appropriate 
occasion to take stock of the shipping situa- 
tion, Ours is a maritime nation. situated on 
key routes right on the track of the world’s 
trade. Our imports from countries other than 
Britain are well dispersed and immensely 
valuable from the point of view of a carrying 
trade. It is true that economic shipping needs 
outward, as well as homeward, cargo. Home- 
ward in normal times exceeds twenty million 
pounds, while outward is small at a little over 
three. But then over the last twenty years 
not one’ foot was put beyond another to 
develop, or even encourage, export business. 
Notwithstanding this big total of foreign 
trade, it seems incredible that we do not 
possess to-day one ship capable of crossing 
the Atlantic Ocean. Statelets like Latvia and 
Lituania have their shipping fleets. So has 
Switzerland. But we have none.

This state of affairs had been under con- 
stant review by their Council. They had 
demanded many times that a Department of 
Exports be set up, to be followed by the 
organisation of a mercantile marine. They 
had communicated with their Minister for 
Industry and Commerce in the past three or 
four years on the matter, but not once did 
they succeed in getting even five minutes’ 
discussion with him. Either the Minister 
had been overloaded with other responsibili- 
ties or he failed lamentably in his duty to 


easily be used as a counter in dealing with 
imports unobtainable elsewhere. 

iscussing the country’s neutrality, Mr. 
Walsh said that it was because he felt that 
they appreciated the fortunate circumstances 
that eventuated in their present immunity, 
he would lixe to reinforce the Government's 
appeal to employers to hesitate in dispensing 
wth their employés. This particularly was 
an occasion for humanity in thought and 
patriotism in action. The feeling pre- 
vailed that the war was likely to last a 
considerable time, and in that event, under 
the best conditions, there was trouble suffi- 
cient in store for industrialists here. In 
this connection it was certainly unfortanate 
that the Government rejected the idea of 
an economic council. abour leaders had 
persistently demanded the setting up of such 
a council, and so had they. Surely, it could 
scarcely be contended that a combination of 
those forces responsible for the welfare of the 
nation’s industries were incapable of any prac- 
tical solution tothe many problems with which 
they were now face to face. 


AFTER THE WAR 


‘Likewise, as citizens, quite apart from 
our manulacturing interests, we have reason 
to feel concerned with the aftermath of the 
present conflict. Presumably, nobody is foolish 
enough to suppose that when that time comes, 
international trading methods will be any- 
thing like what they were in pre-war days. 
It is not improbable, for instance, that our 
hitherto considerable invisible exports—other- 
wise dividends from English and other foreign 
investments—may largely Game, lí this 
should result, then we can only buy as we 
sell, and no more, The seriousness of this 
situation lies in the fact that we have no ex- 
port trade with those countries that supply 
us with such essentials as wheat, maize, oil, 
rubber, tin, timber and wood-pulp, to men- 
tion only a few. As a matter of fact, we 
are likely to get a foretaste pf this type of 
difficulty before the war is over at all. 

‘It is because we are satisfied from past ex- 
perience that the Departments concerned will 
do nothing to anticipate the crash that may 
eventuate, that we make a demand here to- 
day that the setting up of an Economic Coun- 
cil covering our industrial requirements be 
proceeded with without further delay.”

TO RELIEVE NORTHERN

Frem Our CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 


A land reclamation scheme to reduce 
unemployment is proposed in the second in- 
term report of the Select Committee on 
Luemployment, laid on the table of the House 
of Commons at Stormont to-day. 

The report stated that outside Belfast there 
were some 21,000 wholly unemployed men, of 
whom 11,500 were classified as unskilled. For 
Belfast the corresponding figures were 10,000 
and 4,600. Ample supplies of labour suitable 
for employment on land drainage works were 
available throughout the year, and the exten- 
sion of these works was urgently 8 
relreve unemployment and increase the land 
available for food production. 

The annual cost of unemployment benefit 
and assistance payments for a total of 31,000 
men might be taken as 42,230, 000. 

che prineipal recommendations of the Com- 
mittee are: —The bringing within the 
scope of the Land Improvement Scheme all 
land, irrespective of ownership or valuation; 
that in minor schemes carried out by arrange- 
ment with farnfers the County Surveyor’s 
certificate should be accepted as a receipt for 
the 50 or 75 per cent. grants given by the 
Ministry of Agriculture, and the costs pay- 
able by farmers recoverable within five years ; 
he Government should appomt.a Drainage 
Commission with power to arrange for the 
Immediate carrying-out of major schemes held 
up owing to the ‘prohibitive cost to the rate- 
payers; the Land Drainage Commission 
thould receive a regular income from the 
Northern Ireland Parliament with power to 
demand from County Councils an amount up 
to i“ county charge of 2d. in the E. The 
Councils in turn would levy a special 3 
rate on land reclaimed; derelict mills should 
either he abandoned by their owners, or, if 
retained, ghould be rated for taxation pur- 
Poses at their full potential value. ;

Michael went some of the way after 
her. The dog followed her mother. She 
had been with her mother when they met 
Gleeson at the pump, and on these occa- 
sions her mother sent her home when the 
water was filled out. She had seen Glee- 


fields about a month before her mother died. 


She was then wearing the same costume as

that Gleeson often takked to her mother 
about the goats trespassing.
